commits a Cass 4 fel ony.

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(2) On or before July 1, 1999, a |list of the
commttees of the General Assenbly and their nenbers.

(3) On or before July 1, 1999, the text of each
bill and resolution introduced and of each engrossed,
enrolled, and re-enrolled bill and resolution and the
text of each adopted anmendnent and conference conmmttee
report.

(4) On or before July 1, 1999, a synopsis of itens
specified in paragraph (3) of this Section, together with
a summary of legislative and gubernatorial actions
regardi ng each bill and resol ution introduced.

(5 On or before July 1, 1999, the Rules of the
House and the Senate of the General Assenbly.

This item (10.3) applies for al

audi o streans beginning with the first legislative day of

the 93rd Ceneral Assenbly and thereafter

(11) Any other information that the Joint Conmmttee
on Legislative Support Services elects to make avail abl e.

Notwi thstanding the provisions of this Section, the

failure to neet any of the tine deadlines set forth in this

Section shall not constitute a violation of this Section when

the delay is due to a legitimate technical failure. However ,

in those instances, the required information shall be nmade

avai |l abl e as soon as i s reasonably possi bl e.

The information shall be nade available to the public
t hrough the World Wde Web. The information may al so be nmade
avai l able by any other neans of access that would facilitate
public access to the information.

Any docunentation that describes the electronic digital
formats of the information shall be nade avail abl e through
the Wrld Wde Wb

Personal information concerning a person who accesses
this public information nmay be maintained only for the
pur pose of providing service to the person.

No fee or other charge may be inposed by the Legislative
| nf or mati on System as a condition of accessing the
i nformati on, except that a reasonable fee may be charged for
any custom zed services and shall be deposited into the

General Assenbly Conputer Equi pnrent Revol vi ng Fund.
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The el ectronic public access provided through the World
Wde Wb shall be in addition to any other electronic or
print distribution of the information.

No action taken under this Section shall be deenmed to
alter or relinquish any copyright or other proprietary
interest or entitlenment of the State of Illinois relating to
any of the information nade avail abl e under this Section.

The information shall be nmade available as provided in
this Section in the shortest practicable time after it is
publicly available in any other form provided that the
System may nmake information avail abl e under this Section only
if the availability in no way reduces the quality and
tineliness of service available to and required under this
Act for legislative wusers and does not unduly burden the
Ceneral Assenbly or its support services agencies. Fai |l ure
to provide information under this Section does not affect the
validity of any action of the General Assenbly. The General
Assenbly and the State of Illinois are not I|iable for the
accuracy, availability, or wuse of the information provided
under this Section.
